depart on June 26. 

Moving in late Friday and early Saturday 
morning will be the 46th Engineer Groun, totaling : 
1596 troops, plus 823 guardsmen of the ist 
Battalion of the 225th Infantry, along with 142 men : 
of Co. F, 425th Infantry [Ranger Company]. : 

The Engineer Group consists of the 107th 
Battalion from the Upper Peninsula, and the 207th : 
Battalion from southern Michigan. Around 300 men : 
with supporting elements for the Engineers and : 
Infantry will also be here. 

Joining the Michigan guardsmen wiil be around 
312 United States Army Reserves using the Camp 
Grayling facilities for their two week summe' 
training. 

A total of 14,375 guardsmen will use the camp 
this summer, according to Col. Edmund Rutkowski 
Camp Commander. The largest contingent number- 
ing 5,689, will be here the final 2 weeks, Aug. 3-17 
Col. Rutkowski said. 
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The second encampment is set for the period o 
July 6-20, when 1,576 Michigan guardsmen will be 
joined by 700 U.S. Marine Corps Reserves, for a 
toiai of 2,276.

That proposal, however, was 
somewhat more comprehensive 
since it provided fur paying 
college tuition for Vietnam era 
veterans which the present 
proposal does not provide. 

The 1872 proposal would 
have authorized the state to 
horrow $266 million instead of 
the $250 million included ‘in the 
proposition to be submitted to 
the voters next fall.

On Hell 


If someone were walking 
toward the edge of a dangerous 
cliff and appeared unaware of 
their danger, would you warn 
them? This is exactly the 
position Bible Chrisiians face 
concerning unsaved people and 
hell. The problem has been 
compounded by the deception 
of multitudes who have believ- 
ed liberals and false cults who 
deny the Bible teaching on hell. 
Twisting the meaning of greek 
words and applying human 
reason and logic cannot destioy 
reality and make God into a 
liar. 

1. The Bible says hell is a 
place of terrible pain and 
punishment. Those who “go 
into hell," go “into the fire that 
never shall be quenched.” Mark 
9:43. Jt is written of a certain 
rich man, “in hell ‘he lifted up 
his eyes, being in tormects,” 
Luke 16:23. Hell is deseribed as 
a “furnace of fire” 
13:42, in which there shall be 
“wailing and‘gnashing of teeth” 
in verse 50. Hell is deseribed as 
“everlasting fire” in Matt 25:41 
and Matt. 18:8. It is called “hell 
fire” in the next verse, Matt.

prophet of Rev. 20:10. Hades 
and gehenna are both trans- 
lated hell in the King James 
translation. 

2, Hell is not annihilation, but 
eternal torment and suffering. 
Ilell is called a place of “ever- 
lasting punishment” in Matt. 
25:46. Hell’ is described as a 
place where “the smoke of their 
torment ascerdeth up for ever 
and ever: and they have no rest 
day nor night.” Rev. 14:10. It is

Worried about closed yas 
stations on that trip you're 
planning? Maybe the fear of 
being stranded wilh an empty 
tank has canceled your plans’? 
Now residents of Northeast 
Michigan Region - or people 
visiting here. can take advan 
tage of ao sort of “gasoline 
forecast” which will give ac 
curate weekly information a- 
bout fuel availability and sta- 
tion hours. 

The Northeast Michigan Re- 
gional Commission is one of 
seven planning and develop 
ment commissions north of 
M-tb which obtain information 
each week by phoning more 
than 300 individual service sta 
uions. Harry E. Travis, execu: 
tive director uf Northeast Mich- 
igan Regional Commission, said 
ihe siatisties develuped at cach 
regional office are fed inte the 
state commerce department. 
From there the compiled in- 
formation provides a “fuel fore: 
cast” for all of Northern Michi 
gan. The information is avail 
able to the mews media and to 
auch groups as AAA and 
tourist agencies. 

According to Travis. the first 
public announcement of the 
svstem covered the Memorial 
Day weekend. That forecast for 
Northern Michigan, in general. 
was “optimistic.” 

“Survey results provide good 
reason to be optimistic regard: 
ing gasoline supply.” the state 
department. said. "Only (wo 
percent are limiting purchases 
hy their customers, while only 
one percent are experiencing 
fineups at the pump.” 

In the region-by-region a. 
nalysis, Northeast Michigan 
Region anticipated $1 percent 
of its stations open; 50 percent 
until 4 p.m. and 17 pereent until 
midnight. 

Yravis said the Northeast 
Michigan Regional Commission 
staff in Rogers City se 
revional reporting system by 
Visiting each of the participa.

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Lansing Report 


by Rep. Ralph Ostling 


A bill giving Michigan. resi- 
dents an opportunity to regis- 


ter to vote at the Secretary of 


State's drivers Jicense examin- 
ing offices has passed the 
House of Representatives and 
is currently being considered 
by the Senate Committee on 
Municipalities and Eleetions. 
There are an estimated 1.2 
million otherwise qualified elec- 
tors in the state who are unable 
to vote because they are not 
registered. There are an un 
known number who have mov: 
ed out of the political unit in 
which they are registered and 
have not re-registered in their 
new location. 

According to the Secretary of 
State's office, local clerks have 
literally begged for assistance 
in removing “deadwood" from 
the registration rolls, a process 
that has been denied them by 
recent Supreme Court decisions 
holding the “cancellation - for - 
failure - to ~ vote” procedure 
unconstitutional. 

Following the introduetion of 
the bill several public hearings 
were held throughout the state 
and numerous conferences were 
held with local clerks and other 
election officials. 

In brief the bill works as 
follows: 

Everyone who appears at a 
drivers license examining office 
will be given the opportunity to 
register to vote or to change his 
registration address at that 
time. If he elects to accept the 
opportunity, his application will 
be forwarded to his local clerk, 
either directly or through the 
county clerk depending on the 
size of the municipality in which 
he lives. 

When received, the loval 
elerk will determine whether or 
not the applicant has the quali 
fications of an elector and, if so. 
register him and forward a 
voter identification ecard to him. 

YW the voter changes his 
address the application alse 
authorizes a caneellaiion of 
former registration which is 
then forwarded to the clerk of 
his former residence. 

Details ef this procedure 
include the signing of an oath at 
the driver licensing station by 
the apolicant which is forward: 
ed to the local clerk to he 
attached to the registration 
records, allowing for signature 
comparison at) the precinet 
when the voter appears, The 
procedure would also provide 
for the forwarding of this oath 
and registration information by 
the local clerk to any village or 
school units which may have 
their own registration rolls. 

The bill also provides that 
local clerks may establish an 
active and inactive voter regis: 


tration file, The inactive will 
contain those names of electors 
who have failed to vote for four 
years. These inactive electors 
would not he considered by the 
clerk in determining the size of 
precinets or equipment needed 
ata polling place. After. six 
years on the inactive list a 
presumption is created — by 
statute that the eleetor has 
moved out of the community 
and the clerk may institute 
proceedings under the election 
law to remove the name from 

the registration roll.

Know Your 
Michigan Law 


By Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley 


Voters throughout the state 
will go io the polls this 
Novemher io elect their county 
commissioners. Because a Board 
of County Commissioners has 
the power to determine how 
money will be spent by the 
county, this is an important 
local election. 

Candidates for county com- 
missioner must be 18 years old 
and a resident and registered 
voter of the county in which he 
or she runs for office. In order 
to appear on the November 
ballot, a person must be 
nominated by a political party. 
Because of the large number of 
votes received by the Demo- 
eratic and Republican parties in 
past clections, individuals who 
seek nomination from either of _ 
these purlies must compete in 
the primary election. 

There are two procedures 


_ Which may be used in order to 
insure a place on the primary 


ballot of either the Democratic 
or Republican party. The first 
is to pay a $100 filing fee at the 
county clerk's office which will 
be returned if the candidate 
receives the highest or next 
highest number of votes al the 
primary election. All other 
candidates must forfeit the 
$100. The second procedure is 


to file nominating petitions 
with the county clerk which 
contain signatures of registered 
voters in ine county. The 
number of signatures must be 
not less that one percent, nor 
more than four percent, of the 
number of votes cast in the 
district for the Secretary of 
State elected in the last general 
election.

Pest Control Essential 
For Successful Harvest 


By Willard Bosserman, 
County Extension Director 


Hf you are like most backyard 
gardeners, you planted just 
enough vegetables for your 
family, and did not include 
insects when planning the 
number of mouths to feed. 

Insects will attack your vege- 
table plants from both under 
ground and above ground, and 
must be controiled if you are to 
enjoy the fruits of your labor. 

It is essential to properly 
identify the inscct and use an 
insecticide designed to control 
that particular insect. In order 
for insecticides to work, they 
must be used where the insect 
does the damage. Apply the 
chemical oniy where ihe insecis 
are feeding. 

Underground insects (mag- 
gots, white grubs. wireworms, 
cutworms) will feed on the 
roots of vegetables. 

Onion, cabbage and seed-corn 
maggots overwinter in the soil. 
In the spring, the adult flies 
emerge and deposit the eggs 
which hatch in mid to late May. 
The maggots feed on the plant 
roots in the spring. To prevent 
damage. apply Diazionon or 
Chlordane in the seed furrow 
and cover the seed lightly with 
soil. Dip the roots of trans- 
planis in a Chlordane solution 
at the time of transplaating, or 
pour one-third cup Diazion 
solution around the base and 
stems after transplanting. 

Cutworms ure one and one- 
quarter to one and one-half inch 
ong, brown to black in coldr 
and mottled with yellow, brown 
or white. A solution of Meth- 
oxychlor and Malathion will 
control them. Apply the ‘solu-

Aboveground insects feed on 
the foliage of your vegetables. 
‘Tomatoes are often attacked by 
cutworms, aphids, hornworms 
and fruitworms. 

To contro] cutworms on 
tomato plants, apply Sevin or 
Thiodan to the soil surface 
when you set the plants out and 
repeat the application weekly 
for two or more weeks. Aphids 
ean be controlled with Mala- 
thion, Diazinon or Thiodan. 
Begin applications as soon as 
you notice the aphids and 
repeat as needed. Hornworms 
and fruitworms can be picked 
off. If an insecticide is needed, 
use Sevin following the direc- 
tions on the iabei carefully. 

Inseets attacking your sweet 
corn (corn borer, aphids, corn 
earworm, flea bettles) can be 
controlled with Sevin or Dia- 
zinon. 

Peppers are a taste delight 
for aphids and corn borers. 
Kegin treating the undersides 
of the leaves with Malathion in 
early June to control aphids. 
Add Sevin to either Malathion 
or Diazinon and apply in early 
August to control the corn 
borer. Treat your pepper plants 
every five'to seven days until 
frost. ‘ 

Cabbage, cauliflower, brocoli’ 
und brussel sprouts are often 
attacked by aphids and cabbage 
worms. Malathion or Diazinon 
will control aphids. 

Always be sure io read and 
follow the directions on the 
labels of insecticides. Note all 
warnings and cautions befov 
beginning your pesticide pro- 
gram. :

FOR SENIOR CITIZENS 


Bill Passed 
For Property 
Tax Credits 


The unremarried surviving 
spouse of a person eligible for 
senior citizen property tax 
credits will more than likely 
have sume money coming, 
reports State Representative 
Ralph Ostling (R-Roscommon). 

Representative Ostling ex- 
plained that SB 1219 which has 
passed both houses and is 
awaiting the Governor's signa- 
ture changes tne. language 
relative ta surviving spouses 
who would be eligible for senior 
citizen property tax credits so 
that the unremarried surviving 
spouse of a person who died 
after reaching age 65 would 
also be eligible for the senior 
citizen credit. 

“The beautiful thing about 
this legislation,” Mr. Ostling 
said, “is that it was made 
retroactive to the 1973 tax 
year.” 

“As soon as the Governor 
signs this bill into law, the 
surviving unremarried spouse 
of a person who was eligible for 
the tax credit should file an 
amended tax return to receive 
additional tax credit,” he add- 
ed. 

Under the present law a 
surviving, unremarried sponse 
had to also be 65 in order to 
receive the senior citizen tax 
eradit. 

“We don't know how many 
people in the state will receive 
benefits by this change in the 
law and I would urge all 
surviving spouses of persons 
who previously qualified under 
the Homestead Exemption Act 
to find out whether or not they 
are eligible for additional tax 
credit,” Represent

Kirtland Community College, 


Roscommon, Michigan, an- 
nounced revently that Peter J. 
Ciucci, instructor of history, 
has been granted a year's leave 
of absence to accept a National 
Endorsement fellowship for the 
1974-75 academic year. The 
purpose of the Endowment’s 
Fellowship, which carries a 
stipend of $10,000 for an eight 
month period of study, is to 
enable college teachers to un- 
dertake humanistic studies that 
will increase their understand- 
ing of the subjects they teach. 
Fellows are selected on the 
basis’ of their ability and 
promise as teachers and inter- 
preters of the humanities. 

Mr. Ciucci has been accepted 
in the Horace H. Rackham 
Scheel of Graduate Studies at 
the University of Michigan and 
will undertake a course of study 
in the University’s Asian Stud- 
ies Program. The Asian Studies 
Program employs a multidis- 
ciplinary aproach to the study 
of Asian Cultures, emphasizing 
each Asian culture as an 
interrelated system of values, 
patterns and institutions. This 
approach, with history as its 
core, allows for special empha- 
sis on the motivation for, 
nature of, and scope of change 
in each society. Since the Asian 
Studies Centers within the 
Program represent a consider- 
able integration of faculty and 
courses drawn from various 
academic departments through- 
out the University, an oppor- 
tunity is provided to develop a 
broad approach to understand- 
ing change in modern China and 
Japan as well as an effective 
basis from cross-cultural analy- 
SIS. 

Along with the Endowment’s 
Fellowship, Robert A. Stenger, 
President of Kirtland, will 
recommend that Ciucci receive 
a faculty development grant. 
Ciucci has been an instructor at 
Kirtland since 1968 when the 
College opened. In addition to 
his formal teaching responsibil- 
ities. Ciucci has been involved 
in various activities relating 
directly to instruction and 
faculty affairs such as: Chair- 
man, Faculty Selection Com- 
mitte; Chairman, Curriculum 
Committee; Faculty Advisor to 
the Student Senate; President, 
Faculty Senate; Coordinator, 
North Central Status Study 
Report. 

Mr, Ciucei is a graduate of 
Houghton High School in 
Houghton, Michigan and re- 
ceived fis A.A. frum Suomi 
College and his B.A. and M.A. 
from Northern Michigan Uni- 
versity. Ciucci, his wife Helen 
and sons Michael and Joseph 
will move to Ann Arbor from 
Roscommon in late August.

Handgun 
Transporting 
Law Changed 


Sportsmen can once again 
earry their handguns to and 
from hunting or target shooting 
without fear of violating Michi- 
gan Laws following the signing 
of S.R. 1186) by Governor 
William G. Milliken April 1: 

However, there are some 
new stipulations in the new law 
they should be aware of. 
reported Roger Wenk, presi- 
dent of the Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs. 

“Provisions in the new law 
sponsored by Senator Oscar 
Bouwsma, (R), Muskegon, now 
require that persons transport- 
ing a handgun have in their 
possession either a concealed 
weapons permit, a valid Michi- 
gan hunting license or a valid 
membership in an organization 
having pistol shooting range 
facilities,” Wenk said. 

If any of these three stipula- 
tions are met, a handgun may 
be transported legally in’ a 
vehicle if unloaded. wrapped or 
in a container and in the trunk. 
[n the case of vehicles without 
trunks, the pistol may be 
Unie anied in the passenger 


v unloaded, 
Ww aul or in a container and 
not accessible to the occupants. 

“LT believe sportsmen will be 
happy to comply with the new 
law,” Wenk said. “We want to 
be allowed to use our handguns 
for recreational purposes only. 
Ti the new Jaw will aid Jaw 
enforcement officials in doing a 
better job of curbing illegal 
handgun use and sales, we're 
all for it.” 

The law was given immediate 
effect by the Legislature. It alse 
exempts antique weapons built 
prior to 1898 or replicas.
